LOWS ADOPTED 


Oklahoma City, May 14—Acting up­ 
on the recommendation of Supt. W il­ 
son, the legislature has passed the 
bill adopting a new code of laws for 
the 
government 
of 
the 
common 
schools of Oklahom a. 
This 
ie the 
fire! time the school laws have been 
•written since 1803, just twenty years 
fcgo. 
Among the im portant changes 
made are the following: 
It prescribes a form for the oath 
bf office of board m em bers. 
It makes the county treasu rer the 
custodian of the school district funds 
which will prevent the discounting 
Of teachers salary w arran ts and save 
the teachers of the state a half mil­ 
lion dollars a year. 
Incorporated towns having a four 
year high school accredited wit hthe 
State university will be governed by 
the same law as cities of the first 
Class. 
It gives the superintendent juris-

Practically all the 32 recom m enda­ 
tions made by Supt.

The Caddo Civic and Ceme­ 
tery Association has accomplished so 
much that one of the eastern m aga­ 
zines last month contained cuts of 
Caddo and an article on the work the 
ladles had done: 
The 
1. ivic and Cemetery Associa­ 
tion of Caddo was organized in 1905 
by six public spirited 
women 
who 
had long realized the need of such 
an organization. 
The club has had a 
long and severe struggle for exist­ 
ence, but stands today, a monument 
to perseverance and civic duty. The 
m embership has increased from 
6 to 
36, exery one of whom 
is 
a 
con- 
cientious and 
enthusiastic 
worker. 
Today the club is recognized as the 
leading organization of its character 
in the city, in fact 
is the 
leading 
club of the city. 
Of its trials, trib ­ 
ulations and adversity volumes could 
be written, but through it all the la­ 
dies have struggled to a consumation 
of hope, never dreamed of in the o r­ 
gan ization^ and stands today a per­ 
m anent body dedicated t othe civic 
welfare of our homes and firesides. 
The original purpose of the club 
was the care and scenic improvement 
of the Caddo Cem etery. 
T his had 
long ben an eye sore and a shame to 
I he public spirited. 
It was a verita­ 
ble burying ground, and could not 
be dignified by the name grave yard 
much less be called 
a 
cem etery. 
Weeds, briars, under brush, scattered 
haphazard, willy nilly, cattle roam ­ 
ing over the grounds, general decay 
and neglect, combined to desecrate 
the resting pace of our loved ones. 
These and other conditions inspired 
six brave women to consecrate their 
time and money to the amelioration 
of such conditions. 
A survey was 
made, lots were laid off, trees were 
planted, walks were built, driveways 
graded and 
fences 
erected. 
The 
whole ground was seeded in Bermuda 
grass, and after much trouble and 
long waiting the city installed water 
works and pipes were laid o the eem- 
eery. 
A beautiful chapel was 
last 
year dedicated on M others day. 
This 
final piece of work is of Doric design 
and is large and commodious, with 
comfortable seats and serves as a 
resting place for the friends and rel­ 
atives of the departed "who come o 
pay their last respects to the dead. 
A church organ has been placed in 
the building, and funeral services are 
held here, m aking it a spot dear to 
the hearts of all who contributed to 
the silent city. 
This final piece of 
work is a m onument to the zeal and 
determination of the 'immortal 
six 
who started this good work. 
Today 
we have the finest and most beauti­ 
ful cemetery in Souhem Oklahoma. 
Graded driveways, 
graveled 
walks, 
well kept trees, concrete curbing and 
soft smooth, mown lawn, combine to 
make it a hallowed spot, set aside 
for the abbiding place of the dead and 
gone. 
Plans are under way to place i 
an ornam ental iron fence around the 
entire ground, during 
the 
present 
year. 
f 
Since the organization of this body 
o^her things have been undertaken 
and consum ated. 
The field of 
en­ 
deavor has been broadened to include 
Civic improvement and Charity. For 
the convenience of the club, it is di­ 
vided into different departments or 
com m ittees. 
The Executive, Charity, 
Civic Improvement, Educational and 
Chapel committees, having jurisdic­ 
tion over and supervision of the work 
pertaining to their departm ents. 
The Executive committee has di­ 
rect supervision of the entire work­ 
ing body and the departments of tile 
club. 
On this 
committee 
devolves 
the task of securing means to pro­ 
mote the improvements planned and 
suggested by the -other committees, 


and the control and expenditures of 
the same. 
The Charity committee has direct 
supervision of the charity w?ork of 
the club. 
The business men of the 
town are heavy contributors to this 
work, and through this com m ittee’s 
aid, much good has been accomplish­ 
ed for the poor and needy. 
C hrist­ 
mas dinners and Christm as candies 
are distributed annually. 
In 
fact 
it is safe to say that no one suffers 
in our midst for the necessities of 
life, all because of the operations of 
this comm ittee. 
The Civic improvement committee 
is m anaged by two 
separate 
com ­ 
m ittees. 
The Health committee and 
the City Beautiful com m ittee. 
The 
Heal h committee has placed garbage 
cans over the townt and assists the 
city health officers in their work. 
To this com m ittee’s work can be a t­ 
tributed in a large m easure the suc­ 
cessful issuance of twenty-five thous­ 
and dollars in bonds for sewer and 
drainage system for 
Caddo. 
They 
have purchased a vacuum 
cleaner 
which has been paid for by the ren t­ 
ing to the several members of the 
club. 
They have established closing 
hours for delivery wagons, and clean 
up days w’hen the city government 
assists in carting the refuse to the 
dumping ground. 
The City 
Beauti­ 
ful committee has supervision of the 
work of making 
the 
streets 
and 
homes more attractive. 
A park has 
been laid off near the Katy station 
and extensive work has been started. 
A gardner has been employed to sup­ 
ervise this work. 
Concrete curbing 
is being placed, 
beautiful 
flowers 
and shrubs and grasses planted, and 
a sun dial erected. We hope to make 
this as beautiful spot as the ceme­ 
tery . , This com rn it tee has rile work 
of the decorations for the Caddo Corn 
Carnival held in 
August 
of 
every 
y e a r. 
Educational departm ent is working 
in co-operation with the city schools.
